Speedy compromise clears way for economic recovery plan 


WASHINGTON | Moving with lightning speed, 
Congress and the White House agreed 
Wednesday on a compromise $790 billion 
economic stimulus bill designed to create 
millions of jobs in a nation reeling from 
recession. President Obama could sign the 
measure within days. 

“More than one-third of this bill is dedicat- 
ed to providing tax relief for middle-class fam- 
ilies, cutting taxes for 95 percent of American 
workers,” said Senate Majority Leader Harry 


Reid at a Capitol news conference. 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, D-Calif., 
Reid's partner in negotiations over more than 
24 hours, initially withheld public approval 
in a lingering dispute over federal funding 
for schools. But her spokesman, Brendan 
Daly, said more than two hours after Reid’s 
announcement, “We are moving forward 
with this legislation, which will create or 
save more than 3 million jobs.” 

Obama estimated 3.5 million jobs in his 


own celebration of the deal. 
He said it would “get our 
economy back on track.” 
The emerging legislation 
is at the core of Obama's 
economic recovery pro- 
gram, and includes help 
for victims of the recession 
in the form of expanded 
unemployment benefits, food stamps, health

The owner of the peanut com- 
pany at the heart of the massive 
salmonella recall refused to answer 
the lawmaker’s questions — or any 
others — Wednesday about the bac- 
teria-tainted products he defiantly 
told employees to ship to about 50 
manufacturers of cookies, crackers 
and ice cream. 

“Turn them loose,” Parnell had 
told his plant manager in an inter- 
nal e-mail disclosed at the House 
hearing. The e-mail referred to 
products that once were deemed 
contaminated but were cleared in 
a second test last year.

“Mr. Chairman and members 
of the committee, on advice of my 
counsel, I respectfully decline to 
answer your questions based on the 
protections afforded me under the 
U.S. Constitution,” Parnell said. 

Shortly after Parnell’s appear- 
ance, a lab tester told the panel 
that the company discovered sal- 
monella at its Blakely, Ga., plant 
as far back as 2006. 

“Their behavior is criminal, in 
my opinion.

CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. | Two com- 
munications satellites have col- 
lided in the first-ever crash of two 
intact spacecraft in orbit, NASA 
said Wednesday. 

The collision occurred Tuesday 
nearly 500 miles over Siberia. The 
crash produced debris clouds, and 
the magnitude of the situation won't 
be known for weeks, said NASA 


spokesman Kelly Humphries. 

However, any risk to the inter- 
national space station, which 
orbits below the collision course, 
is thought to be low. There also 
should be no danger to the upcom- 
ing space shuttle flight, “but they’re 
continuing to analyze any possible 
risk,” Humphries said. 


The collision involved an Irid- 


ium commercial satellite, which 
was launched in 1997, and a Rus- 
sian satellite launched in 1993 and 
believed to be nonfunctioning. 
There have been four other cases 
in which space objects have collided 
accidentally in orbit, NASA said. 
But those were considered minor 
events and involved parts of spent 
rockets or small satellites. (ap)

Chastised Bankers 
Try to Repair Image 


Executives say bailout 
billions have boosted 
lending to consumers 


WASHINGTON | The nation’s top 
bankers came to account for them- 
selves Wednesday to a wary pub- 
lic, displaying a blend of financial 
might and humility as they pledged 
to build public trust with greater 
lending and fewer perks. 

“We're Americans first and 
bankers second,” John Stumpf, 
president and chief executive of 
Wells Fargo & Co., told a House 
committee. 

“As an industry, we clearly made 
mistakes,” added John Mack, chair- 
man and CEO of Morgan Stanley. 

Eight chief executives sat at a 
witness table for more than six 
hours Wednesday assuring law- 
makers that an infusion last fall 
of $165 billion in taxpayer money 
to their banks was good for con- 
sumers. The money was part of a 
$700 billion financial rescue 
approved by Congress in October. 

Lending has increased, they 
told the House Financial Services 
Committee, and CEO bonuses have 
been eliminated. 

And while some lawmakers said 


they hoped that by their testimony 
the bankers could gain some cred- 
ibility, some of their inquisitors 
weren't convinced. 

“America doesn’t trust you 
anymore,” declared Rep. Michael

At Least 8 Killed in Okla. Tornado 


Most of the dead were 
found at a trailer park 
with no escape route 


LONE GROVE, OKLA. | Rescuers sorted 
through bricks and shattered ply- 
wood Wednesday in search of more 
victims of a deadly tornado that 
blasted through a small Oklahoma 
town where many people in a trailer 
park had nowhere to escape. 
Some people were killed by fly- 
ing debris. One man died when a 
pickup truck fell on him. At least 
eight bodies were recovered. 
There were also miraculous tales 
of survival: People taking shelter in 
a closet pulled a woman to safety 
after the tornado blew part of the 
roof off and threatened to carry her 
away. Another woman was found 
injured but alive beneath an over-

turned mobile home. 

Residents of Lone Grove, atown 
of 4,600 about 100 miles south of 
Oklahoma City, awoke Wednes- 
day to find much of their commu- 
nity in ruins. 

Shirley Mose was not at home 
when the tornado struck, but she 
returned to find her house destroyed 
and her pickup truck wrecked. 

“T had a little Chihuahua that 
stayed in there,” Mose said. “We 
found her bed, but not her. I guess 
she’s gone.” 

The Lone Grove twister was 
among a cluster of unusual Feb- 
ruary tornados that touched down 
Tuesday in Oklahoma. A half-dozen 
homes and several businesses were 
also damaged in Oklahoma City and 
suburban Edmond, but no serious 
injuries were reported there. 

Lone Grove firefighters method- 


ically searched each damaged or 
destroyed structure, spray-painting 
a large “X” on homes after inspec- 
tion. Residents were then allowed 
to check for belongings. 

Authorities gave as much as 35 
minutes’ warning that a twister was 
approaching. 

Most of the bodies were found 
in the mobile home wreckage. On 
Wednesday, all that was visible 
of the mobile homes was the cin- 
der blocks they sat on. Trees were 
uprooted or snapped in half. Cars 
were flung around like toys. Hoods 
of vehicles were ripped off. And 
debris was scattered everywhere. 

Cherokee Ballard, a spokes- 
woman for the state medical exam- 
iner’s office, said some of the vic- 
tims appeared to have been inside 
their homes when the tornado hit. 
Others had fled outdoors. 

“One victim was found under- 
neath a pickup truck the tornado 
had lifted and dropped on him,”

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Taliban operatives 
attack 3 buildings on 
eve of U.S. envoy’s visit 


KABUL | Moments before the assault, 
the Taliban operatives pulled out 
their mobile phones and sent three 
text messages. 

The men, armed with guns and 
grenades, asked their militant lead- 
ers in Pakistan for one final blessing. 
Then they unleashed a coordinat- 
ed assault Wednesday morning on 
the Justice Ministry, the Education 
Ministry, and a correctional depart- 
ment, killing 20 people and wound- 
ing 57, Afghan officials said. 

The audacious attack in the 
heavily fortified capital under- 
scored the reach of the Taliban 
outside their mountainous strong- 
holds and the challenges President 
Obama will face as he increases 
America’s focus — and troop lev- 
els — in Afghanistan. 

The assault came just one day 
before a planned visit by Richard 
Holbrooke, Obama's special envoy to 
the region, and reinforced the per- 
ception that security in Afghanistan 
is rapidly deteriorating.

with assault rifles and hand gre- 
nades stormed the downtown Kabul 
compound, killing two guards.

advancing gunmen. 

“I came out of my office to see what 
was going on, and I saw a man with 
an AK-47 shooting at every employ- 
ee he saw in the hall,” said ministry 
worker Nazir Mohammad. 

Only a half-mile down the road, 


an attacker in a suicide vest tried 
to force his way into the Education 
Ministry, but ministry guards fatally 
shot him before he could enter. 
Meanwhile, across town, two 
attackers in suicide vests entered a 
correctional department compound,

SYDNEY | Kangaroo corpses lay 
scattered by the roadsides while 
wombats that survived the wild- 
fire’s onslaught emerged from their 
underground burrows to find black- 
ened earth and nothing to eat. 

Wildlife rescuers on Wednesday 
worked frantically to help the ani- 
mals that made it through Austra- 
lia’s worst-ever wildfires. 

The official human death toll 
stood at 181 from the weekend’ fires, 
and authorities said it would exceed 
200. The scope of the wildlife dev- 
astation was likely to be enormous, 
said Jon Rowdon, president of the 
rescue group Wildlife Victoria. 

“There’s no doubt across that 
scale of landscape and given the 
intensity of the fires, millions of 
animals would have been killed,”

At least 12 are killed 
in blasts as pilgrims 
head to religious event 


BAGHDAD | Bombs struck Shiite pil- 
grims heading to religious ceremo- 
nies Wednesday, killing at least 12 
people and wounding more than 40, 
officials said. Fearing new sectarian 
tension, a U.N. official urged Iraqis 
not to respond to the “provocations 
of extremists.” 

The deadliest blast occurred 
near a bus station and outdoor 
market in the southwestern Bagh- 
dad neighborhood of Bayaa, where 
pilgrims were preparing to board 
buses for annual Shiite rituals south 
of the capital. 

Iraqi military spokesman Maj. 
Gen. Qassim al-Moussawi said 10 
people were killed and 32 wounded

Coalition government 
is likely to take tough 
line vs. militants, Iran 


JERUSALEM | Israel's new coalition 
government — whether led by hard- 
line Benjamin Netanyahu or his 
moderate rival Tzipi Livni — is likely 
to take a tough line on two burning 
issues: Hamas and Iran. 

As they began courting potential 
coalition partners Wednesday, two 
scenarios took shape: an alliance of 
hawks who would stall peace efforts 
or a power-sharing government. 


With only a few thousand votes 
still to be counted, Livni's Kadima 
Party had one more seat in parlia- 
ment than Netanyahu’s Likud. But 
Netanyahu’s natural allies on the 
right have a clear majority of 65 in 
the 120-seat parliament, giving him 
the edge in forming a coalition. 

The two offer vastly different 
approaches when it comes to the 
Palestinians: Livni supports giving 
up territory for a Palestinian state, 
while Netanyahu has said he con- 
siders current U.S.-backed Mideast 
peace talks a waste of time. 

However, when it comes to 
Hamas militants, both threaten 
military action against Hamas if 
rocket fire from Gaza persists. 

And both leaders have hinted 
that military action might be neces- 
sary to prevent Iran from obtaining 
an atomic weapon. amy TEIBEL (AP)

Mugabe Rival Is 


Zimbabwe’s PM 


President, longtime 
foe must work together 
in unity government 


HARARE, ZIMBABWE | Zimbabwean 
President Robert Mugabe swore in 
his longtime rival as prime minister 
Wednesday, conceding they must 
work together to rescue their coun- 
try from economic and humanitar- 
ian disaster. 

The image of Mugabe standing 
to administer Morgan Tsvangirai's 
oath himself was extraordinary 
given the history of state-sponsored 
violence against the opposition in 
Zimbabwe and the determination 
Mugabe has shown in nearly three 
decades to hold onto every shred 
of power. 

Tsvangirai has been beaten and 
was once nearly thrown from a 
10th-floor window by suspected gov- 
ernment thugs. He acknowledged in 


aspeech after Wednesday's ceremony 
that many don’t think the partner- 
ship will work, but said it was the 
“only viable arrangement.” 

Later, at a celebration rally 
attended by about 15,000 sup- 
porters, Tsvangirai pledged to 
reopen schools that are closed 
because teachers can’t afford bus 
fare and to fight a cholera epidemic 
blamed on the cash-strapped gov- 
ernment’s neglect of hospitals and 
sanitation. 

He drew the biggest cheers when 
he said all government workers — 
from teachers to soldiers — would 
be paid in hard currency starting 
next month to shield them from 
the world’s highest inflation rate. 
He did not say how the government 
would afford that. 

People in the crowd threw Zim- 
babwe dollars like confetti, express- 
ing their contempt for the nearly

Panel OKs D.C. House Seat 


Legislation may not 
reach the Senate floor 
for a vote for weeks 


A Senate committee approved a bill 
Wednesday that would give the Dis- 
trict its first full seat in the House of 
Representatives, setting up a crucial 
vote by the full chamber sometime 
in the coming months. 

The Homeland Security and Gov- 
ernment Affairs Committee passed 
the legislation 11-1 at its first busi- 
ness meeting in the new Congress. 
The lone “no” vote was cast by Sen. 
John McCain of Arizona, the 2008 
Republican presidential nominee. 

It’s not clear when the legisla- 
tion will reach the Senate floor for 
what is likely to be the key vote on 
the measure. In 2007, a similar 
bill died in the Senate after falling 


three votes short of the 60 needed 
to head off a filibuster. But propo- 
nents believe they are now in better 
shape thanks to Democratic gains 
in the last election. 

Committee chairman Joe Lie- 
berman, I-Conn., said in an open- 
ing statement that “we hope and 
believe this is our year” to get the 
voting rights bill approved. The bill 
is expected to pass the House, as it 
did two years ago. 

The bill would permanently 
expand the 435-member House by 


two seats. One would go to the over- 
whelmingly Democratic District, 
and the other to the state next in 
line to pick up a seat based on pop- 
ulation. For the next few years, that 
state would be Utah, which leans 
Republican. 

Democrats, who generally sup- 
port the D.C. vote legislation, cur- 
rently hold a 58-41 advantage in 
the Senate. Many Republicans are 
opposed to the bill, saying it vio- 
lates the Constitution and could 
lead eventually to two Senate seats 
for the District. 

Jim Manley, a spokesman for 
Majority Leader Harry Reid, D-Nev., 
said the senator “will try and get it 
to the floor as quickly as we can.” 
That could take weeks, though, 
because of a jammed congres-

Sources: Team agrees 
to preliminary 2-year, 
$20M deal with hitter 


The Washington Nationals have 
agreed to a preliminary deal with 
free agent Adam Dunn, fulfill- 
ing their offseason-long search for 
a left-handed power hitter. Two 
independent sources have told 
The Washingon Post that Dunn 
will sign a two-year deal. A press 
conference will take place Thurs- 
day. According to multiple reports, 
the two-year deal will pay Dunn 
$20 million. 

Dunns arrival gives Washington 
perhaps its most legitimate power 
threat since baseball returned to 
D.C. and ends the speculation about 
whether the club had a willingness to 
pay for higher-end free agents. 

Since finishing 2008 with 117 
home runs, the second-worst in 
the National League, Washington 
has targeted a left-hander capable 
of strengthening the lineup and, in 
turn, lessening the burden on the 
team’s young nucleus.

Dunn has had at least 40 home runs and 
100 RBI in each of the last five seasons. 


In each of the last five seasons, 
Dunn has played at least 152 games 
and hit at least 40 home runs. In 
four of those seasons — including 
2008, which he split between Cin- 
cinnati and Arizona — Dunn also 
knocked in at least 100 runs. 


Dunn was drafted in 1998, asec- 
ond-round pick by then-Cincinnati 
General Manager Jim Bowden. 

“Jim Bowden has been eyeing 
Adam Dunn for a long time,” said 
Barry Larkin, a former teammate 
of Dunn’s in Cincinnati and a Nats 
front office member from 2005 
to 2008. 

“You will see a lot of long, high 
home runs. Strap up your boots, 
because this guy can hit ‘em. And 
that’s an excitement that has not yet 
been seen in Washington.” 

For his career, Dunn has 278 
home runs, a .247 average, a .381 
OBP and a.518 SLG. 

Dunn's most conspicuous short- 
coming has always been his field- 
ing, which is substandard no mat- 
ter his position. Primarily a first 
baseman and left fielder, Dunn 
complicates the puzzle of Wash- 
ington’s depth chart. 

If Washington uses Dunn 
at first base — one possibil- 
ity — he will supplant Nick 
Johnson, who missed much of 
last season with a wrist injury.

Forget Kidd; Harris Ils Here 


25-year-old Nets guard 
has emerged as one of 
NBAs best young stars 


NBA | It hasn’t taken Devin Harris 
long to make the New Jersey Nets 
forget Jason Kidd. 

Less than a year after being 
acquired in the blockbuster deal 
that shipped Kidd to Dallas, the 
25-year-old Harris has emerged 
as one of the NBA’s top point 
guards. 

This weekend, Harris will head 
to Phoenix to represent the East in 
his first All-Star Game. Kidd, the 
soon-to-be 36-year-old who led the 
Nets to two NBA Finals, was not 
named to the West squad, though 
he is a nine-time All-Star. 


“You can’t replace a player like 
Jason Kidd here,” Harris said. “He 
is a Hall of Famer. He did great 
things for this organization, put 
this organization on the map. But 
you can't live up to the expectation 
of other people.” 

To be honest, Harris never 
doubted what he could do on the 
court, given the right circum- 
stances. 

With the Mavericks, Harris was 
never one of the primary options. 
His job was to distribute the ball 
to Dirk Nowitzki, Jason Terry and 
Josh Howard. 

“It was tough because I was 
always trying to figure out where 
I fit in offensively with different 
players and whatnot,” Harris said. 
However, the system limited Har- 


ris on the offensive end. 

That has all ended with the Nets. 
Coach Lawrence Frank has given 
Harris the green light on offense 
and told him to take advantage of 
his ability to penetrate the lane, 
which also sets up his jump shot. 
Heading into the break, Harris’ 
numbers are hard to match. 

Harris is averaging career- 
bests with 21.8 points, 6.5 assists, 
1.60 steals and 35.8 minutes in 47 
starts. The University of Wisconsin 
product is the NBA’ss highest scor- 
ing point guard. He also holds the 
league's highest point increase from 
2007- 2008 to 2008-2009 (mini- 
mum 50 games played last season) 
tallying seven more points than his 
14.8 scoring average last season.

DJ Spooky throws film 
in the mix to expose 
media’s influence 


FILM | To D.C. native Paul D. Mill- 
er, everything is a remix. To New 
York City-based DJ Spooky, every- 
thing is a remix. To the person edit- 
ing this story, that second sentence 
was aremix of the first. Miller is DJ 
Spooky, and his work is the grandson 
of the manual cut-up techniques of 
Brion Gysin in the mid-20th century, 
the son of hip-hop-steeped art at the 
end of it, and one of the forefathers 
of 21st-century remixology. 

With his live, multimedia rein- 
terpretation of D.W. Griffith’s pio- 
neering 1915 movie, the pro-Ku 
Klux Klan “Birth of a Nation,” 
Miller extended the possibilities 
of “versioning” into film. But as 
the DVD release of “Rebirth of a 
Nation” shows, versioning imag- 
es to tell whatever story needs to

today’s media cycle, and it was an 
integral part of Griffith’s propa- 
ganda-steeped methodology. As a 
voice-over near the end of “Rebirth” 
states, “As these powerful images 
unfold, realize how D.W. Griffith 
embraced the power of media to 
be a political tool and how easily 
a revisionist history can be intro- 
duced into the mainstream.” 
“Rebirth of the Nation’ makes the 
point that it was Griffith’s ground- 
breaking film — the first movie ever 
screened in the White House — that 
was the catalyst for 20th-century 
media manipulation by the gov- 
ernment and other agents of con- 
trol. But it’s the post-Sept. 11 wars, 
propagated by the Bush adminis-

tration’s mixture of fact and fiction, 
to which Miller draws a direct line: 
“The line between news and histori- 
cal fact are more blurred than ever 
before,” states a voice-over. 

Miller employs new title cards 
embedded into the silent movie to 
explain what was really happen- 
ing in history, on-screen graphics 
and effects to delineate or enhance 
certain scenes, and an ambient hip- 
hop-plus-strings score that’s played 
by the Kronos Quartet. The result 
is a stimulating intellectual exercise 
that’s also aesthetic pleasing in the 
extreme. 

Extracting and highlighting small 
things that are more important 
than the sum of their parts is what 
a DJ does, and as the voice-over in 
“Rebirth” states, “The DJ-as-director 
concept is based around the idea that 
there are many different versions, 
or possibilities, to any story.” Even 
Griffiths would agree with that: At 
the end ofthe DVD, he’s shown in an 
old clip asking, “What is the truth?”

MUSIC | Saucer-eyed provocateur 
Lily Allen had to impress with her 
follow-up to “Alright, Still,” the 2006 
record launched by a few charming, 
if slight, MySpace demos. Produc- 
er Mark Ronson gave her debut its 
bouncy retro-meets-reggae identity, 
but she did well to return to produc- 
er Greg Kurstin, whose resourceful 
fingerprints are all over “It’s Not Me, 
It’s You,” Allen’s full-blown entree 
into character-driven pop.

On ‘House of Cards,’ 
David Faber unearths 
a cracked foundation 


CRISIS | Financial catastrophe and 
willful self-delusion get a serious 
treatment on “House of Cards” 
(8 p.m. and midnight, CNBC), an 
impressive two-hour special report 
on the origins of the current finan- 
cial mess, hosted by correspondent 
David Faber. 

“Cards” focuses on victims of 
foreclosure and some of the more 
colorful scoundrels of the over- 
heated credit market, among them 
David Sadek, a recent immigrant 
with a third-grade education who 
sold easy credit on late-night com- 
mercials on cable television. He 
made so much money that he pro- 
duced his own movie, “Redline,” a

But 
even former Fed Chairman Alan 
Greenspan, interviewed here, 
has a tough time explaining the 
math and logic behind charac- 
terizing very bad debt as Triple-A 
and investment-worthy financial 
“instruments.” 

When Faber asks Greenspan 
about the obvious problems of a 
deregulated market, the former 
oracle of the Fed falls back on a 
general defense of modern capital- 
ism itself. He seems to be deliver-

Wow, you certainly took Nebras- 
ka’s senators to task for eco- 
nomic illiteracy! I'm certain they 
deserved the notoriety. Have you 
been pleasantly surprised by any- 
one in Congress that seems to 
have a good working knowledge of 
economics? 

I just heard Sen. Hatch and Sen. 
Alexander on MSNBC talking 
against the stimulus bill, and I have 
never seen so much economic non- 
sense packed into so short atime in 
my life. It was truly breathtaking 


— every comment they made was 
based on an economic fallacy. And 
I truly think they believe what they 
were saying. They were wrong on 
the fact, wrong on the theory, wrong 
on the logic. It was like listening to 
people claim the sky is green. 


On “Hardball With Chris Matthews,” 
you gave three points about the Gei- 
thner plan. However, Chris inter- 
rupted you before you were able to 
talk about a fourth point. What was 
that point? 

The fourth part of the Treasury 
program will be a more aggres- 
sive mortgage foreclosure preven- 
tion program, along the lines rec- 
ommended by FDIC chairwoman 
Sheila Bair. That should help.

But the question you 
need to ask is whether these are use- 
less pork or worthy projects whose 
funding will stimulate in the short 
run and have a good long-term 
payoff. Let’s not let process trump 
substance. 


What is the real difference between 
this “plan” and Henry Paulson’s? 

It is merely an extension of Paulson's 
plan, with modifications reflecting 
changed conditions and lessons 
learned, and a bit more aggres- 
siveness.

He sat 
down with Express to talk about 
the new production. 


Your company is pre-existing 

and you choose the play, but your 
actors help create the script. How 
does that affect your work? 
Casting actors who look the part 
has always been really backwards 
in terms of theater worth watch- 
ing. We treat it as not just litera- 
ture that’s being spit up on its feet, 
but as an art form that’s made of 
actions and gestures and breaths. ... 


Some of Chekhov's plays and some 
of Shakespeare's plays were written 
exactly that way — the parts grew 
up around people. ... You'd think 
that would happen more often ... 
but it’s actually pretty rare. 


What sets Pig Iron apart froma 
standard theater company? 

Part of our job, we think, is to 
give people things that we don't 
already know that they like. We 
really like to create work where 
audiences are caught off guard. 
... When people say that theatri- 
cal work is safe, they mean that 
the audience knows moment 

to moment, “Am I supposed to 
feel sad? Am I supposed to feel 
proud?” ... We're working with a 
lot of different techniques to dis- 
rupt those signals. 


Why did you choose to adapt “The 
Possessed”? 
We were commissioned by a Polish 


theater festival to make a work in 
honor of the 100th anniversary of 
the birth of Witold Gombrowicz. ... 
We specifically decided not to use 
one of his plays and not to use one of 
his masterpieces, but to use some- 
thing that was kind of bad. [“The 
Possessed” is a pulpy, gothic novel 
that Gombrowicz denied author- 
ship of for a time.] ... It’s kind of 
a messy piece that gave us a lot of 


room to play. 


It seems like a choice that deliber- 
ately challenged you. 

It’s almost a formal experiment, to 
make a play in which nobody cares. 
... It’s incredibly enraging to see a 
bunch of characters who don’t care, 
but also incredibly sexy. ... Woolly 
Mammoth last year decided that 
their theme for the season was going

to be “apocalypse.” I guess there's 
lots of reasons to think, “Why now?”

Revisiting a play 
that Shakespeare 
may want to forget 


FILM | In a town with two theaters 
devoted to the works of Shake- 
speare, you can't do “Macbeth” every 
time. The man wrote only 38 (or 
so) plays, and even those of lesser 
merit are going to get an airing. In 
an effort to make sense of one of 
these forgotten works, the Folger 
Theatre produces the relative rar- 
ity “A Winter's Tale.” It’s a schizo- 
phrenic work; a sad, dark romance 
in the first act and a peppy, slapstick 
pastiche in the second. 

Daniel Stewart (son of Shake- 
spearean titan Patrick Stewart) 
stars as Leontes, happily married 
king of Sicilia. For no apparent rea- 
son — except to move the plot along

— Leontes becomes convinced that 
his pregnant wife (Connan Mor- 
rissey) and his best friend (David 
Whalen) are having an affair, and 
will stop at nothing to prove him- 
self right. Stewart has a difficult 


job to do here, and he pulls it off. 
As jealousy overtakes him com- 
pletely, he writhes, muttering, in 
corners. His transformation from 
king to Gollum is, against all odds, 
believable. 


Like most of Shakespeare plays, 
“Winter's Tale” has a few tried and 
true moments that make the play 
worth watching. Some of them — 
including the much-quoted stage 
direction, “Exit, pursued by a bear” 
— work as they are meant to, some 
fall flat. Theatrical powerhouse 
Naomi Jacobson makes the most 
of one of Shakespeare’s greatest 
female roles, the fearless Paulina, 
and Lawrence Redmond (Antigi- 
nous/Father) makes a confusing 
dual role quite comprehensible. 

“The Winter's Tale” is known as 
one of Shakespeare's problem plays 
for a reason. While the Bard often 
relied on coincidence or deus ex 
machina to give him a happy end- 
ing, the plot twists in The Winter's 
Tale abandon believability. But there 
are moments where the genius of 
Shakespeare (and of D.C.’s acting 
community) makes the enterprise 
worthwhile.

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Puppets talking dirty, 
singing risqué songs? 
It must be ‘Avenue Q’ 


STAGE | What they don’t tell you 
about Puppet Camp is that only 
the strong survive. 

The camp, which “Avenue Q” cast 
member Anika Larsen describes 
as a “fast and dirty” two-day crash 
course in puppetry, is a necessity 
for all prospective “Avenue Q” cast 
members to test whether they even 
have the capacity to learn pup- 
petry. 

“It’s amazingly harder than it 
looks,” she said. “Now, when I’m on 
the treadmill at the hotel gyms, I 
watch ‘Sesame Street’ in the morn- 
ings with a full new perspective.” 

“Avenue Q,” the Tony-winning 
Broadway musical now playing at 
the Warner Theatre, features an 
ensemble of anxiety-ridden Gen- 
eration Y puppets. The main char- 
acter is Princeton, a young college 
graduate radiating youthful opti- 
mism and naivete. Upon arriving 
in New York City with nothing but 
a small bank account and good 
intentions, he finds that the only 
apartment he can afford is out on 
Avenue Q. 

While on his quest to find a 
decent job and a stable relationship, 
he meets a colorful neighborhood 
of puppets. There’s Trekkie Mon- 
ster (the reclusive porn addict), 
Rod (a closeted investment bank- 
er) and Gary Coleman (who, after 
his time on “Diffrent Strokes,” has 
landed a job as superintendent on

Avenue Q). 

The onstage puppeteers assist 
the puppets in singing the musi- 
cal’s famously caustic and funny 
songs, few of which are suitable 
for youngsters. The soundtrack 
features songs such as “Everyone's 
a Little Bit Racist,” “It Sucks To Be 
Me’ and “What Do You Do With a 
B.A. in English?” 

To hear Larsen tell the story, 
learning puppetry and making the 
puppets seem believable is a sur- 
prisingly Herculean feat. 

“When I was in rehearsals, 
a bunch of my friends who had 
already been in ‘Avenue Q’ — and 
had already been through learning 
puppetry so fast — every single one 
of them asked me if I had cried yet 
during rehearsal,” she said. “Because 
everyone, at a certain point, hits the 
wall, and they’e like, ‘I just can’t do 
this; it’s too hard.” 

The challenge, she says, lies in 


the multiple facets of bringing the 
puppet to life — keeping their eyes 
focused where your eyes are focused, 
trying to make them emote the way 
you want and making them walk as

you do. Then there’s also the small 
matter of learning all their lines 
and singing their songs. 

“I had three weeks to learn 
everything — lines songs and pup- 
petry. Believe you me, I was sweat- 
ing a little bit.”

Larsen saw “Avenue Q” dur- 
ing its initial Broadway run and 
felt a mix of excitement and mel- 
ancholy — excitement because 
she was so enthusiastic about 
the production, but disappointed 
because she didn’t think she'd be 
able to act in it because she wasn't 
a puppeteer. 

However, as the supply of 
puppeteers willing to appear in 
the play diminished, “Avenue Q” 
started casting actors who could 
learn the craft. Larsen leapt at the 
opportunity. 

Now, she plays two roles in 
the play’s touring company: her- 
oine Kate Monster (a kindergar- 
ten teaching assistant seeking a 
boyfriend and a chance to start a 
special school for monsters) and a 
sexy cabaret singer named, well, 
Lucy the Slut. 

“I love Kate because she’s so a 
girl who would be one of my best 


friends,” Larsen said. “I would 
totally go out for a drink with her 
and talk about boys and lament 
our sad love lives.” 

Meanwhile, Lucy is the bad girl 
who gets to do and say what she 
wants: “I get to play the good girl 
and the bad girl in the same show 
— that’s pretty awesome.” 

And despite the sincerity of Kate 
Monster and Princeton, there’s 
plenty of bad girl (and bad boy) 
behavior in “Avenue Q.” The show 
has famously billed itself as having 
full-frontal puppet nudity and fea- 
tures plenty of risqué scenes and 
graphic commentary. 

“A lot of people come to the show 
because they’ve heard about the 
raunchy puppet show. It is all of 
that — it is raunchy and it is hilari- 
ous, but I think what they don’t 
expect is that it’s so well-written, 
it’s so clever, so insightful and the 
dramatic structure is so sound. It’s 
such a solid play that it makes it so 
easy for us.” 

Despite the naughty antics that 
the puppets get into, the show 
remains a crowd-pleaser for a wide 
variety of audiences. 

“Audiences just love this show; 
maybe your church crowd on Sun- 
day who are a little unsure of wheth- 
er they're supposed to be laughing 
at this or not — by the end of the 
show, we always have them giving

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Rokia Traoré explores 
both her African and 
American influences 


MUSIC | Growing up, Rokia Traoré 
didn’t expect to become a profes- 
sional musician. “Singing was a 
dream for me,” the Malian vocalist 
says, “but I didn’t know my dream 
could come true for a long time.” 
Women in her class were gener- 
ally discouraged from public per- 
formance, and Traoré was unsure 
she would be able to play her music, 
much less find an audience. 

As a child, she traveled the 
world with her diplomat father and 
absorbed the culture and music of 
every place she visited. “Traveling 
made me more open-minded,” she 
says, “and I discovered very early 
the limits of the world are not the 
Mali frontier. It gave me a larger 
vision of the world than someone 
who has stayed in the same coun- 
try all the time.” 

That musical open-mindedness 
helped Traoré realize her dream, 


and after 14 years as a professional 
musician, she has established her- 
selfas one of world music’s foremost 


synthesizers of African, American 
and European styles. 
To record “Tchamantché,” her 


fourth and most commanding 
album yet, she set aside her acous- 
tic guitar and picked up a Gretsch,

music | Innovative accordionist 
and composer Andrea Parkins 
has always been flexible as an art- 
ist. Equally adept at arranging and 
improvising, Parkins has never 
been one to compartmentalize 
her work. For Parkins, the sound’s 
the thing. 

During her formative years in 
1980s Boston, Parkins was a scene- 
making synth player by night and 
musique concrete composer by day. 
It was also around this time that 
Parkins got the itch for improvisa- 
tion. “I don’t separate them at all in 
my mind,” says Parkins of her vari- 
ous past pursuits. “It was all about 
layers of sound and noise.” 

In and out of music school, Par- 


kins later moved to New York City 
and became immersed in Gotham’s 
downtown jazz music scene. Now 
more free to be inventive, Parkins 
took up the accordion and embraced 
the laptop computer as her prima- 


ry sound processor, both of which 
gave her much more freedom for 
expression — especially when play- 
ing with others. 

The result makes for strange 
harmony on “Cities and Eyes,” her

most recent recording with U.K. 
vocalist/composer Jessica Constable 
as the Skein. The pair’s combined 
electronically tweaked mutterings 
weave a terrifically jittery tapestry.

Cucu Diamantes 
shines bright in her 
spirited solo debut 


MuSIC | Cucu Diamantes sure knows 
how to make a guy feel at home. 
At the Latino Inaugural Gala, she 
switched the chorus from “Still in 
Love’ to “Hoy Obama. Bienvenidos 
a Washington’ “Obama. Welcome 
to Washington today”), much to the 
delight of those in attendance. 

“That performance was like my 
birthday — so much fun!” said the 
very excitable Diamantes. “He’s all 
about change, so why not change 
the lyrics for that concert?” 

The Cuban-born Diamantes has 
reason to be excited. Not only did 
she thrill the crowd at Union Station 
last month, but after nearly a decade 
as the frontwoman for Afro-Cuban 
funk, salsa, hip-hop and Nuyorican 
boogaloo fusion band Yerba Buena, 
she’s releasing her debut solo album, 
“Cuculand,” later this month. 

“This album represents my past, 
present and future,” said Diaman- 
tes, who will start recording again 
with Yerba Buena in a few months. 
“Tt was a visceral album, and it was 
the right time to do it.” 

The album’ first single, “Algien” 
(featuring Yotuel of Cuban hip-hop 


pioneers Orishas), is a delight for the 
eardrum. A stirring big horn sec- 
tion, clap-along beat and backup 
vocalists greet listeners with “Ay, 
mama, Cucu!,” and she replies with 
her trademark high nasal pitch and 
impressive spitfire rhymes. 


“It’s a fun love song,” she said 
in Spanish. “My friends always tell 
me that ‘Ay, I can never find a per- 
fect man.’ I say that’s impossible. 
You have to find a good man and 
accept his imperfections. Some 
of us are a diamond in the rough. 


Look at me; I’m a woman under 
construction.” 

The album is dedicated to women 
everywhere, and speaks about topics 
Diamantes has encountered from 
being mistreated (“Sentimiento”), 
being lied to (“Mentiras”), to undy-

ing love (“Still”). One of her more 
soulful and personal tracks is “Mas 
Fuerte,” about moving on after a 
breakup in which she sings, “I’m 
stronger than you/I am more wor- 
thy than you/And I have a full life 
where you don’t appear.” 

“This album is more Cucu,” she 
said. “It’s more about my feelings, 
my mental state. It’s why I called 
it ‘Cuculand.” At the beginning of 
her music career, Diamante hung

Shawarma King sets 
out to prove who rules 


FOOD FIGHTS | If U Street is Little 
Ethiopia and the Northern Virginia 
suburbs are Little Asia, then Adams 
Morgan is now Little Mideast. 

Brief history: First, there was 
18th Street’s Amsterdam Falafel, 
wafting in intoxicated bar-hop- 
pers with the smell of double- 
fried fries and bundles of breaded 
chickpeas. 

Around the corner on Columbia 
Road, a former chef at Amsterdam 
opened up Old City Café, which 
offers a wider menu (breakfast all 
day!) plus the standby toppings to 
crown your falafel-filled pita. 

Then back at 18th, the crew from 
Amsterdam opened up Shawarma 
Spot, padding the menu with shawar- 
ma sandwiches, rice side dishes and 
Mediterranean-themed salads. 

But now Amsterdam Falafel and 
co. has a threat to its monopoly on 
Mideast treats in Adams Morgan. 
Enter Shawarma King. 

Butros Qumseya and his fam- 
ily moved from Bethlehem to the 
United States seven years ago. He 
ran a small shawarma and falafel 
shop, Matam Alasdikaa (Friend’s 
Restaurant), back in the West

Bank city. 

When he first arrived in America, 
Qumseya remembered, “I tried to 
eat falafel in places here, but it tastes 
totally different.” He wanted some- 
thing that represented his kind of 
falafel, and, yes, there are differences. 


Upon first bite, Qumseya’s falafel is 
bright green from the abundance of 
parsley and other herbs. 

He set up shop in an area with 
lots of foot traffic. Concerning the 
abundance of falafel joints, Qum- 
seya acknowledges, “There are 


some places here and here, but it 
needs more. The American people 
like the food. It’s fast food and low 
prices because of the economy,’ as 
he points to the large board listing 
chicken and beef shawarma sand- 
wiches for $5.95 and falafel sand-

wiches for $4.95. Sandwiches can be 
wrapped in either a pita or white or 
wheat lavash and stuffed with any 
number of the 17 toppings. 
According to Qumseya, the 
Bethlehem way to create a falafel 
sandwich includes shawarma salad 
(diced tomatoes and cucumbers 
with salt), pickled cucumbers, hot 
sauce and hummus. And to make 
Shawarma King as authentic as

possible, Qumseya has his pickles 
flown in from Jerusalem, his sha- 
warma machine imported from 
Greece and his spice blends hand- 
mixed by his brother, who buys 
them from the Jerusalem market 
Souk Alattarin. 

“T like to eat; I like to make 
food,” he claims, and his enthu- 
siasm is echoed by his wife and 
daughter behind the register and 
his relative behind the deep fryer. 
You'll feel equally at home in the 
newest of the shawarma joints.
